It 
Was called to mind Friday when Clarence E. Martin, presi- 
dent of the American Bar association, denounced it in a 
speech before the Arkansas Bar convention at Little Rock.

I last proposal referred to the states by 


I congress • during that fatuous period 
when we imagined that the remedy 
for every reform was an amendment 
to the constitution. Prohibition' had 
been written into the constitution, the 
child labor amendment was drafted 
and rcferred-and there was talk of 
prohibiting smoking. 


But between the time congress ap- 


proved the child labor amendment 
and the various states began voting on 
It, the increasing evidence of 1|hc 
failure of the 18th amendment fright- 
ened the people and caused them 'to 
turn against this latest proposal. 


Arkansas' legislature approved the 


child labor amendment. This writer, 
then at El Dorado, composed some 
sharp editorials against it. But after 
several years, the amendment appears 
to have failed of ratification. Only 12 
of the 48 states have approved, and it

You read on today's front page that 


the pope has excomunicated the gov- 
ernment of 'Spain for seizing church 
property. 


But times aren't what they used to 


be in Spain. The new republic marches 
on, 
exiling nobility 
and 
defying 


church edicts. The people of Spain 
in effect say that the church meddled 
too much with the old government— 
so the people killed the old govern- 
ment. 


There is a little bit of Spain in ev- 


ery nation. 


The thing that our forefathers ter- 


ribly feared was interference of the 
organized church in the affairs of 
government. They feared not only for 
the government but for the church it- 
self. 


Like all institutions the true power 


of the church lies not in its numbers, 
which are relatively unimpressive, but 
in the influence of its ideals, which 
all men recognize to be good. 


Thus, the power of the church as a 


voting unit in America is far less than 
the power of its influence as a moral 
standard which men outside its fold 
equally respect and admire. There 
are in the United States only a little 
more than 30 million church members 
of all denominations, Protestant and 
Catholic, in a total population of 120 
million. 


The ideals behind this 25 per cent 


guide the nation. 


But every time the church is placed 


in the direct line of fire of votes, its 
ideals are depreciated, and it suffers 
eventual defeat trying to drive that 
majority it had been instructed to 
lead.

LITTLE ROCK—The possibility of 
foreclosure or receivership proceedings 
by holders of bonds totaling $436,000 
assumed by the state wen the toll 
bridge across White river at DeValls 
Bluff was purchased by the state 
highway department from 
private 


owners two years ago, was indicated 
Friday after interest payment^ total- 
ing $13,080 and-due May 1, were de- 
faulted. 


It was stated that action by the 


bondholders for whom the New York 
Trust Company is trustee may bring 
legal action to recover amounts past 
due since no appropriation for pay- 
ment of interest and principal on the 
bonds was made by the 1933 legisla- 
ture, and the further charge that the 
terms of the original purchase agree- 
ment, whereby the maturities and in- 
terest were to be met from tolls col- 
lected at the bridge has been violated. 


The agreement was to place all tolls 


in a sinking fund for bond retirement, 
but since then road and bridge rev- 
enues were ordered impounded for the 
payment of outstanding highway obli- 
gations. 


The DeValls Bluff span was acquir- 


e by the state from private owners 
October 21, 1930, and the bonds assum- 
ed by the state run until 1943 at an 
interest rate of six per cent. 


The original issue was $463,000, but 


during the past two years $37,000 of 
principal has been retired. 


Completed one week ago, the West 


Third street paving on No. 67 was 
thrown open to traffic 'Saturday, bring- 
ing tourists into Hope from Texar- 
kana without detour.

Per- 
laps this lack of attention and com- 
fort may bring them to manhood or 
womanhood with, other., unfavorable 
raits—that depends on the home—but 
that they are more mature as a class 
cannot be disputed. 


What then are the things that a 


mother may~avoid if she wants her 
son, or daughter, to develop into a 
forceful and reliant person later on? 


She will begin quite early not to 


wait On him hand and foot. Children 
must learn to do things for themsel- 
ves without grumbling. If they have 
to put up with a certain amount of 
discomfort let them. This does not 
mean neglect but it does mean to en- 
courage the state of .mind that does 
not whine or grow resentful when at- 
tention is denied. 


Pity Spoils the Child 


She will set certain duties and re- 


sponsibilities for them, daily tasks that 
train the mto accept work as a matter 
of course. I think bought toys con- 
tribute to laziness. They are grand 
and necessary things but in the old 
days when the boy who wanted a 
wagon or a sled had to make it or do 
without, the character lesson is ob- 
vious.

5 Years of Flying 


by Graf Zeppelin 


Great Dirigible Has Flown 


330,000 Miles Without 


Overhauling 


"The Graf Zeppelin is not represen- 


tative of the size of dirigibles to be 
used on future airship routes," ac- 
cording to Herr Lambrecht, writing in 
the magazine Progress. 


"She is but one in a progressive line 


which will produce larger, faster and 
more powerful ships which will be 
able to cross the oceans of the world 
with ' yet larger pay loads of passen- 
gers, mail and freight. The dirigible 
is the only, present practicable form of 
air navigation over very great dist- 
ances, From the time the Graf Zep- 
pelin was placed in service in 1829 
until the end of 1932, the ship made 
290 voyages, traveling 330,000 miles, at 
an average speed of 61 miles an hour 
and carrying almost 17,000 passengers, 
35,000 pounds of mail and 80,000 pounds 
of freight, without accident or mishap. 


The ship is still using the original 


Maybach motors, with which she first 
took to the air in 1928, and the ship 
has never had to undergo any consid- 
erable repairs, still being in excellent 
condition, 


"On March 21, 1932, the first regu- 


larly scheduled transoceanic service 
ever undertaken by any aircraft was 
inaugurated, when the Graf Zeppelin 
sailed from Friedrichshafen, Germany, 
for Fernambuco, Brazil, 5,000 miles 
distant, over the world's longest trans" 
oceanic air route. The airship ran her 
schedule in this service last year with 
such clocklike regularity that her com- 
ings and goings across the equator 
were hardly regarded as matters of 
news. It would be difficult to find a 
more solid tribute, to the practical 
charter of transoceanic .dirigible ser- 
vice, than the fact that the arrival of 
the Graf Zeppelin at Rio de Jaeniro, 
nonstop from her home port in Ger- 
many, was chronicled in a five-line 
paragraph buried deep in the morning 
paper. Even three years ago, this 
would have meant black headlines 
across several columns of page 1." 


Speaking of the possibility of a diri- 


gible service between Europe and 
America, Herr Lambrecht says that 
"elaborate investigations of prevailing 
weather conditions over the Atlantic 
have assured .us that a regular service 
can be maintained, in, which there are 
no delays in arrival, The airship cap- 
tain can pick his own, route, it merely 
remains to secure terminals metero- 
logically located to penrjit the ships to 
get in arid out at will. These v/IH 
probably- be established between Phil- 
adelphia, Pennsylvania, and Richmond, 
Virginia.

are hard to describe," according to 
the Progress article. "The most strik- 
ing sensation is one of smoothness. 
There is no throbbing of engines, no 
sudden pitching or rolling of the craft, 
no dust and dirt; everything is peace- 
ful and quiet. Odors from fuel and 
cooking are completely absent. Large 
smoking and lounghing rooms, togeth- 
er with spacious promenades, give 
plenty of room for all. Comfortable 
cabins are provided with running hot 
and cold water, with real beds in 
which to sleep in a restful atmosphere. 
The accommodations have most of the 
luxuries of steamships, with the re- 
deeming feature that one need not put 
up with seasickness in order to enjoy 
them."- -••-«• ---

Per- 
laps this lack of attention and com- 
fort may bring them to manhood or 
womanhood with, other., unfavorable 
raits—that depends on the home—but 
that they are more mature as a class 
cannot be disputed. 


What then are the things that a 


mother may~avoid if she wants her 
son, or daughter, to develop into a 
forceful and reliant person later on? 


She will begin quite early not to 


wait On him hand and foot. Children 
must learn to do things for themsel- 
ves without grumbling. If they have 
to put up with a certain amount of 
discomfort let them. This does not 
mean neglect but it does mean to en- 
courage the state of .mind that does 
not whine or grow resentful when at- 
tention is denied. 


Pity Spoils the Child 


She will set certain duties and re- 


sponsibilities for them, daily tasks that 
train the mto accept work as a matter 
of course. I think bought toys con- 
tribute to laziness. They are grand 
and necessary things but in the old 
days when the boy who wanted a 
wagon or a sled had to make it or do 
without, the character lesson is ob- 
vious.

5 Years of Flying 


by Graf Zeppelin 


Great Dirigible Has Flown 


330,000 Miles Without 


Overhauling 


"The Graf Zeppelin is not represen- 


tative of the size of dirigibles to be 
used on future airship routes," ac- 
cording to Herr Lambrecht, writing in 
the magazine Progress. 


"She is but one in a progressive line 


which will produce larger, faster and 
more powerful ships which will be 
able to cross the oceans of the world 
with ' yet larger pay loads of passen- 
gers, mail and freight. The dirigible 
is the only, present practicable form of 
air navigation over very great dist- 
ances, From the time the Graf Zep- 
pelin was placed in service in 1829 
until the end of 1932, the ship made 
290 voyages, traveling 330,000 miles, at 
an average speed of 61 miles an hour 
and carrying almost 17,000 passengers, 
35,000 pounds of mail and 80,000 pounds 
of freight, without accident or mishap. 


The ship is still using the original 


Maybach motors, with which she first 
took to the air in 1928, and the ship 
has never had to undergo any consid- 
erable repairs, still being in excellent 
condition, 


"On March 21, 1932, the first regu- 


larly scheduled transoceanic service 
ever undertaken by any aircraft was 
inaugurated, when the Graf Zeppelin 
sailed from Friedrichshafen, Germany, 
for Fernambuco, Brazil, 5,000 miles 
distant, over the world's longest trans" 
oceanic air route. The airship ran her 
schedule in this service last year with 
such clocklike regularity that her com- 
ings and goings across the equator 
were hardly regarded as matters of 
news. It would be difficult to find a 
more solid tribute, to the practical 
charter of transoceanic .dirigible ser- 
vice, than the fact that the arrival of 
the Graf Zeppelin at Rio de Jaeniro, 
nonstop from her home port in Ger- 
many, was chronicled in a five-line 
paragraph buried deep in the morning 
paper. Even three years ago, this 
would have meant black headlines 
across several columns of page 1." 


Speaking of the possibility of a diri- 


gible service between Europe and 
America, Herr Lambrecht says that 
"elaborate investigations of prevailing 
weather conditions over the Atlantic 
have assured .us that a regular service 
can be maintained, in, which there are 
no delays in arrival, The airship cap- 
tain can pick his own, route, it merely 
remains to secure terminals metero- 
logically located to penrjit the ships to 
get in arid out at will. These v/IH 
probably- be established between Phil- 
adelphia, Pennsylvania, and Richmond, 
Virginia.

are hard to describe," according to 
the Progress article. "The most strik- 
ing sensation is one of smoothness. 
There is no throbbing of engines, no 
sudden pitching or rolling of the craft, 
no dust and dirt; everything is peace- 
ful and quiet. Odors from fuel and 
cooking are completely absent. Large 
smoking and lounghing rooms, togeth- 
er with spacious promenades, give 
plenty of room for all. Comfortable 
cabins are provided with running hot 
and cold water, with real beds in 
which to sleep in a restful atmosphere. 
The accommodations have most of the 
luxuries of steamships, with the re- 
deeming feature that one need not put 
up with seasickness in order to enjoy 
them."- -••-«• ---

LITTLE ROCK.—(/P)—The 


old-age pension act of 1933 
which imposed a tax of one 
per cent on all county and 
state warrants declared un- 
constitutional by a special 
State Supreme Court Monday. 


Charles T. Colcman, Little Rock at- 


torney and chief justice of the,special 
court, wrote the opinion, which was 
unanimous. 


The regular court disqualified itself 


because the. salary warrants of the 
justices would have been affected by 
the tax. 


The opinion held that the law did 


not set up an equitable basis of taxa- 
tion, but taxed only a particular spec- 
ies. The .taxing of public warrants 
does not constitute a privilege tax, the 
opinion held. 


O. A. Graves was a member of the 


special supreme court, which had been 
appointed by Governor Futrell May 18. 


Other members of the court:

second tabulation of ballots in the 
Arkansas Democrat's straw vote. The 
second count was completed Satur- 
day night. 


Repealists, however, still had an 


overwhelming lead — approximately 
eight to three. Of 11,471 votes count- 
ed, there were 8,346 cast for repeal of 
the 18th 
(prohibition) amendment, 


while 3,125 were cast against repeal. 


Beer, as was the case in the first 


tabulation, headed the parade with 
a total of 9,062 favoring legalization, 
and 2,225 voting against the new 3.2 
concoction. 


Surprising as it may seem, feminine 


ballots favored repeal by a vote of ap- 
proximately two to one, while the 
men's vote on outright repeal was 
three to one. There were 6,025 mas- 
culine votes cast for repeal against 
2,052 cast opposing repeal. Women's 
ballots totaling 2,321 favoring repeal 
were received, as against 1,073 voting 
to retain the Eighteenth amendment. 


On the question of legalizing beer, 


6,605 men favored the new "suds" 
while 1,322 voted against the new 
beverage, or old beverage with a new 
analysis. Women also 
favored the 


beer side, with 2,457 voting for legali- 
zation and 903 against. 


Reports tabulated to date showed 


repeal leading in 64 of the 75 counties, 
Five counties—Clark, Columbia, New- 
ton, Faulkner and Montgomery—show- 
ed majorities 
agairtef repeal. One 


county—Izard—still showed a tie Vote, 
while there were no returns from Cal- 
hqun, Crawford, Crittenden, Madison 
and Marion counties. The vote was 
very close in all five reporting totals 
against repeal.
